Strict rules are set out as to the 
elective rights of persons associated 
with religious organizations. Those 
deprived of elective rents tnelude ser- 
vants of religious cults of all religions 
and persuasions, such as monks, lay- 
brothers and sisters, priests, deacons, 
psalmists, mullahs, muezzins, rabbis, 
cantors, shamanists, baksis, Roman 
Catholic clergy-pastors, Readers, and 
persons with other names who carry 
out similar duties.—Londen Daily

The writer of the above tells a very plain truth. The 
Catholic Church, together with her whole system of teach- 
ing and practice, is so logical, so appealing, so rich in divine 
things, that one who is actually interested in the Church 
finds it most easy, no matter what the difficulties may be, to 
become a member of it. :

_ It should be easy for a Catholic to analyze the state of

he be told that the Catholic Church is the true Church of 
Jesus Christ, and then sees that the members of this Church, 
who are his acquaintances, are not better than other people, 
or that they do not even appreciate the glorious things which 
they claim to possess, why should he, against a hundred 
forms of opposition, take the trouble to affiliate with the 
Church? If, on the other hand, he has thought seriously of 
investigating the Catholic claims, and observes that the par- 
ticular Catholic or Catholics, whom he is studying, prize 
their religion above everything, and practise it faithfully in 
order to share in all its benefits, he would be led, following 
the grace of God, to embrace the religion of Catholics. 
The other item to which I would call vour attention 
reads as follows: 


“[ am a convert to the Church, and | have found from experi- 
ence that argument does not make non-Catholics Catholics; it tells 
very little in conversion. What counts more than anything else is 
example. The example of the life led by a good Catholic man, and 
particularily a good Catholic woman, performs wonders, almost 
miracles. 

“Every bad Catholic—by which I -mean every non-practicing 
Catholic—is keeping Protestants out of the Church. That is one of 
the horrors of the existence of a non-practicing Catholic. Every 
Catholic woman, whose Catholicity is manifest in her life, is a bridge 
between some poor soul who knows not Christ and the Church. Every 
Catholic whose light is hidden under a bushel is one more argument, 
if a mistaken argument, why there are not many more Catholics. If 
the Catholic women of the United States were to use the gigantic 
influence which they have, not to satisfy some personal desire or 
whim, but to advance the conversion of America, how much could 
be accomplished in this beloved country of ours!”

[ often wonder whether the careless Catholic ever 
accuses himself in confession of having set bad example to 
non-Catholic friends. To be even indirectly responsible for 
the keeping of any man or woman out of the Church must 
‘ertainly be a serious fault, should be acknowledged, and 
reparation promised by a resolution to set the same people 
good example! 

All arguments in favor of the Catholic religion count 
for nothing to those who, observing the lives of Catholic 
people, are not edified. 

l am certain that the devil does his best work against 
the Church through the indifferent Catholic, and more so 
through the Catholic who, because of foolish shame, adopts 
the practices of people who never had one-tenth the instruc- 
tion the Catholic had. 

No matter what be the character or life of another. 
down deep in his heart he respects the life of one who is 
better than himself. and he respects the ideals which are 
more lofty than his own. 

Conversions tO the Catholic faith would be numerous 
in every parish if all Catholics strove to be missionaries in 
behalf of the Church by their good lives. 

Will you not be one of these missionaries by setting the 
best kind of example to those with whom you associate, and 
by praying for them while you do try to influence their lives 
for the better” 


WE COULD LEARN A LESSON 

Catholics could well learn a lesson in zeal from their 
Lutheran brethren. The members of the parish society are 
kept busy, their people are asked to subscribe generously to 
finance big problems of their denomination, and they are 
making good use of the radio, as well as of the press, for pub- 
licity in behalf of their religious organizations and work. 

Recently a Lutheran minister. of New York, distributed 
20,000 tracts from an aeroplane which were to be for the 
henefit of thousands gathered for recreation and amusement 
at the seashore. The New York paper reporting the incident 
says: “There was a general reaching up of hands to grasp the 
leafiets.”’

uare, the Piazza de Ferrari, from 
which a wide colonnaded business 
street leads towards the charming 
residential portion of the city; there 
are lovely parks, and a galleria which 
while not so imposing as those o 
Naples and Milan, contains some very 
alluring shops and a fine restaurant 
with an excellent orchestra, This is 
almost across the street from the sim- 
ple little Hotel Concordia where we 
spent our last night ashore, and which 
we remember most pleasantly. 


But THE sight of Genoa is the 
‘great Campo Santo, easily reached by 
itrolley car, just on the edge of 
‘city, ranged on a hillside looking out 
‘over a wide valley hemmed in by 
mountains, Here, in an enormous col- 
jonnaded cloister, with a low-domed 
church at the center of one side, and 
a heroic statue of Faith in the midst, 
is the burial place of m Genoa. 
It is said to contain most of the best, 
and all of the worst, modern Italian 
sculpture. If this dictum is not quite 
true it is because some of both is_in 
the Cimitero Monumentale at Milan! 
In the great green field around which 
the cloister stretches, are buried the 
poor and humble, with simple wooden 
crosses to mark their last resting 
place. The cloister itself, divided into 
three colonnades, is one huge cata- 
comb, even the pavement under your 
ifeet being slabs which form the lids 
of vaults. Between the arches preten- 
tious and often very beautiful monu- 
‘ments stand, the modeling of the fig- 
ures accentuated by the fine yellow 
dust which gathers even on the 
wreathes of giass flowers so charac- 
teristic of all Italian cemeteries. Here 
is one showing the Angel of Death 
summoning a rich man who, from his 
bed, bequeaths to a kneeling orphan 
the deed to a great institution near the 
city, There is a charming figure of a 
lad, furling the sail on his little boat 
in which he made such a short voyage 
of life. On many of the pillars are 
| portraits, in marble, bronze, in paint- 
ing or even photographs, of those who 
lie buried near by. The religious ele- 
ment is, as might be expected, accent- 
‘uated, and there are fine crucifixes, 
one really marvellous Madonna and 
Child, and, in the church, a Risen 
‘Christ which is a masterpiece. 

Up the hillside, beyond the great 
cloister, separate monuments and tiny 
chapels form an additional city of the 
dead. Tah: cypresses make the marble 
seem all the whiter, and everywhere 
are flowers, The place is excellently 
well kept, and always full of visitors, 
both tourists like ourselves, and those 
who come on loving errands of mercy 
to pray for their dead ones. From the 
terrace in front of the church the view 
iS impressive, yet somehow not de- 
pressing. In spite of the frequent evi- 
dences of a somewhat blatant vulgar- 
ity, this cemetery has a charm ot its 
own, which comes, perhaps, from its 
being saturated with the Catholic at- 
titude towards death, a half wistful, 
half hopeful sorrow, animated by the 
desire to be of service still to those 
loved in life who may, who knows, still 
need our aid, 


By way of contrast to this . scene 
which, for all its beauty, must needs 
be sombre, we took the trolley out to 
\Nervi, a few miles along the Riviera 
Levanti, because we found we could 
‘not go, as we had wished, to Rapallo 
‘for the bathing. All the way along 
there are beaches, none so fine as Lido, 
of course, but thronged for al! that, 
and offering, what the Lido seldom 
sees, fine surf. The shore is high, 
with frequent headlands jutting out, 
‘the waves breaking at their feet. The 
coves are pebbly, but no one seems to 
mind that, and the promenade is lined 
with people watching the fun on the 
beaches, where everybody seems to be 
‘having the grandest time. There is 
none of the languor of the South here, 
‘but a superabundance of life. The 
boys play ball, the girls run races, the 
men swim far out through the break- 
ers and the women bob up and down, 
clinging to the ropes, much as they do 
at our own Atlantic City or Rockaway. 
_ On one of the headlands there is an 
intriguing monument to the Thousand 
who set out hence with Garibaldi for 
|Sicily in 1860, It represents the na- 
tional hero and his followers oc if

‘on the horizon. Gibraltar passes, and 
e crew changes from white duck to 
‘blue uniforms. Follow the restful and 
Be parr ty. days at sea, then Sandy 
Hook, the Narrows, the Sky Line, 
Liberty enlightening the upper bay, 
the excitemént of docking, sing the 
customs, meeting friends, Home! Yet 
those few weeks in that warm and 
gracious land, so filled with beauty, 
‘redolent of the ancient past, have done 
something to us. We shall never be 
the same again. Nor shall we ever 
be quite satisfied until we return, and 
each new journey can but deepen the
